Bare walls are not the best thing in 


the world for the radiophone broad- 
casting studio. 
Recently, one of the 


leading studios moved Into a large, 
beautifully decorated room, with pan- 
eled walls and smooth, unbroken ceiling.

However, the results ob- 
tained with the old studio room were 
excellent, for the reason that there was 
practically no echo or sound reflection 
from the walls and celling. The new 
studio room will have to be provided

The rate *of gasoline consump- 
tion Is indicated by tho size of the 
cans which represent the amount of 
fuel used In each section of 300 feet, 
and the speedometers show the varia- 
tion In speed.
